WASHINGTON Ut—Adj ai E. Ste­ 
venson said today the Eisenhower 
administration has “ come danger­ 
ously close to losing” America’s 
leadership in the free world. 
He also charged that the admin­ 
istration has “ all too often delib­ 
erately, intentionally misinformed’* 
inc 
Americans. 
He suggested “prompt and ear­ 
nest 
consideration’* 
of stopping 
further hydrogen bomb tests. 
Stevenson, who is again a candi­ 
date for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination, made these state­ 
ments in an address prepared for 
delivery before a luncheon meet­ 
ing of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors. 
President Eisenhower also will 
address the editors on foreign pol­ 
icy. He will speak at 9 p. rn. CST 
rn 
and his speech will be broadcast 
and televised, It was believed Mr. 
Eisenhower would unfold a new 
program for casing East-West ten­ 
sions, 
especially 
in the Middle 
East. 
Stevenson suggested s e v e r a l 
steps which he said would improve 
U. S. relations with other free coun­ 
tries: 
1. “ A decent 
respect 
for the 
opinions of others is still a basic 
requirement of a good foreign pol­ 
icy. . . . We want to be recogniz­ 
ed not as bold but as prudent.’* 
2. “ We should give prompt and 
earnest consideration to stopping 
further 
tests 
of 
the hydrogen 
bomb*’ and call on other nations 
to do the same as the first step 
toward control of armaments. 
3. Basic revision of the method 
of giving foreign aid, with more 
reliance on the United Nations as 
the agency for economic aid. “We 
will have to stop demanding that 
recipient nations pass loyalty tests, 
and stop using our money to bribe 
feeble governments to set up rub­ 
ber-check military pacts which will 
bounce as soon as we try to cash 
them.” 
Stevenson also suggested using 
farm surpluses as “raw materials 
of diplomacy.” 
He called on the United States to 
provide the lead in peaceful uses 
of atomic energy and warned that 
Russia might beat this nation to it. 
Special significance was attach­ 
ed in advance to the President’s 
addres, at IO p. rn., EST, which 
will be given nationwide radio and 
television coverage. The Voice of 
America 
announced 
the Presi­ 
dent's address will be broadcast 
“to all areas of the world.’’ 
The President chose the ASNE 
convention April 16, 1953 as 
the 
forum for his famous “deeds not 
words” foreign policy speech. The 
President then challenged Russia 
to take definite steps to end the 
cold war. 
Administration officials familiar 
with advance work on the Presi­ 
dent’s speech said he would give 
a “general foreign policy review” 
of his administration and a “look 
ahead.’* 
This could include new 
proposals for “ deeds not words” 
by Russia on disarmament, peace 
measures in the Middle East, Ger­ 
many and other issues still divid­ 
ing East and West. 
The editors already have heard 
a warning from a high administra­ 
tion official that Russia’s new tac­ 
tics cloak a “tremendous capabil­ 
ity of military aggression.”

The remaining 20 students ex­ 
pelled were identified as purchas­ 
ers of the examinations. 
Morgan said a tip on the sales 
came from a fraternity house ad­ 
visor who reported an anonymous 
phone call from a man who of­ 
fered to provide the examinations 
to the house at $5 per head. 
Morgan said he found 30 other 
fraternity and rooming houses had 
been contacted.

and 
prejudice 
against the best interests of the 
university.”

He told them 
that they had “destroyed the pro­ 
phets, and had slain the Christ,” 
when he had come to them with 
His message of salvation. 
The Scriptures here indicate that 
those men became so very angry 
that they gnashed Stephen with 
their teeth. They threw him bod­ 
ily out of the city. Saul held the 
cloaks of his soldiers as they ston­ 
ed Stephen to death.
